~ | SULZER’S WISH IGNORED. 


Senate Passes Blauvelt Election Biull, | 
Retaining Convention Feature. 


. Special to The New York Times. 

‘ALBANY, N. Y., April 16.—Ignoring 
the demand.of Goy,.Sulzer for a. State- 
wide primary for the diréct nontination 
of candidates for offices, from Governor 
to constable, the Senate to-night passed 
the Blauvelt bill amending the election 
primary law. The amendmert includes 
some of the'provisions asked for.by the 
Governor..in his special message on 
primary reform, but it leaves in. the 
present law the provision for State 
conventions,. the designation of candi- 
dates by committees, the use of the 
party emblem bythe organization com- 
“‘mittees, and the ‘possibility of ‘voting 
the whole ticket by placing a cross in 
the circle. 

Gav. .Sulzer has’ declared that he will 
fight for the abolition of the State con- 
vention, and for the designation of all 
candidates by petition instead of by 
committees. The Republican’Senators 
agreed to stand by the Governor'in all 
et his ougeseres changes except. the] 
abolition of the State convention, which, 
they say, was not called for by the Re- 
publicdn State platform. 

Senator Blauvelt defended: ‘his -bill, 
which includes -the améndments that 
Tammany is willing to concede in the 
present election law. These amendments 
include the reduction of the number of 
registration. days in the country from 
four to two, It also limits the number 
of Election. Commissioners in a- county 
to two. “Fhe Democratic leaders. op- 
posed the plan to reduce the. number 
of signers to independent petitions from 
5 to 3 per cent. Senator Duhamel urged 
this reduction, and he was backed by 
the Republicans. 

Gov. Sulzer said to-day’ that there 
would be another direct primary con- 
ference in the executive chamber - on 
Friday. At that time the provistons of 
the Proposed bill embodying the Gov- 
ernor’s suggestion will be discussed. The 
bill will be introduced next. week, but 
the Tammany leaders expect that by 
that time the Democratic organjzation 
Election bill will be in his hands. 


FULLCREW PLEDGE UP AGAIN 


Senator Brown Again Moves to In- 
vestigate Gov.

Belgian Premier Admits It, While 
Socialists Claim 370,000. _

BRUSSELS, April 16.—Some in- 
crease in the number of strikers is 
reported, but the change is inconsid- 
erable. No. strikers have returnéd to 
work. Brussels has the same peace- 
ful aspect as yesterday. There is an 
entire absence of disorder. The strik- 
érs have kept their leaders’ promises 
that the demonstration .should~ be 
peaceful and have mate a favorable 
impression upon the public. 

Only one act of supposed sabotage 
is reported. ‘ 





BRUSSELS, April 16.—“‘At a time wen 
350,000 men are out on strike,” was a 
phrase which occurred in the Premier's 
speech before the Chamber of Deputies 
this afternoon. He was replying to an 
attack on the Government by Vander- 
velde, the Socialist leader, who asserted 
that 370,000 men were now involved in 
the general strike in Belgium for man- 
hood suffrage. 

The~Premief’s remark seemed to be 
made offhand, and his estimate cannot 
be regarded as official. There is no 
doubt, however, tnat the Government is 
beginning to realize that it undéresti- 
mated the possibilities of the movement, 
which steadily grew to-day. 

The Central Industrial Commission of 
Brusséls, a non-political organization, 
estimates that 217;500 workmen of five 
Classés—coal miners, metal, structural 
iron, glass and textile workers—have 
laid down their tools. 

Impartial -authorities place the total 
number of men on strike to-night as 
310,000, and the newspaper Vingtiéme 
Siécle, the organ of: the Young Cleri- 
cals, gives an estimate of 291,406, 

W'nen the ‘Chamber reconvened to-day 
after recess the galleries were crowded, 
and 10,000 strikers assembled outside the 
building, but made no demonstrations. 

The Premier, in answer to the Social- 
ist and Liberal attacks, reiterated his 
statement that the Government could 
not yield to threats. When a Liberal 
Deputy proposed a national referendum 
on constitutional revision, the Premier 
said: ‘‘ When quiet is restored the Gov- 
ernment will be at your disposal to study 
out the question,” 

The strikers continue to maintain per- 
fect discipline in Brussels. Six hun- 
dred paraded through tne streets this 
evening without police, interference. 
Gendarmes are keeping a close watch 
in the suburbs, it having been reported 
that the strikers have purchased wire 
nippers. and rubber gloves. 

rom various parts of the provinces 
reports show that in some places the 
movement has been undoubtedly suc- 
cessful, while in others, more especially 
the districts under the control of the 
Catholic workmen’s unions, the men ap- 
pear to be lukewarm in their sympathy.

BRIDE AND 7 MEN 
PICKED UP AT SEA 


Adrift in Little Boat for Twenty- 
four Hours After Abandon- 
_ ing Waterlogged Schooner. 


WOMAN SANG TO CHEER MEN 


Mate’s Wife Also Helped Bale— 
“Sharks Menaced Yawl—Freighter 
Georgian Prince Makes Rescue. 


Arriving on the British freighter 
Georgian Prince - yesterday, which 
came from ‘Tuxpan, were Capt. J. 
Cc. James, Van Zant, the mate, and five 
men of the ‘American schooner Lottie 
R. Russell, and Mrs.. Van Zant, the 
mate’s wife, who was on her wedding 
trip. They were rescued by the 
freighter from an open boat, in which 
the seven men and the woman had been 
drifting about for twenty-four hours 
after abandoning the waterlogged 
schooner on’ Sunday afternoon, seventy 
miles off Cape Henry. 

In addition to the danger of having. 
the frail craft swamped by the heavy 
seas for ten hours the party was men- 
aced by the sharks which drift down to- 
ward the. virginia coast with the Gulf 


Stream. The Georgian Prince came 
along on Monday afternoon. During the 
awful ordea’ Mrs. Van Zant never 
flinched, Capt. James said yesterday, 
although she could, see the fins of the 
big sharks above the surface of the 
water, and realized that the monsters 
were ready to seize them al! if the boat 
capsized. All they had to drink or eat 
were some canned peaches. 

““We suiled from Charleston on Fri- 
day,” Capt. James said, ‘“‘ for Philadel- 
php, and on Saturday ran into acres 
northerly gale that continued all’ day, 
and, seas swept the decks “of. -the 
schooner fore and aft. Late in the af- 
ternoon off Cape Lookout we sprang a 
leak, and all hands had to stand by the 
pumps and work hard to keep the ves- 
sel afloat. The galley was flooded and 
the provisions ‘were all spoiled, and all 
we had that night was hardtack soaked 
in salt water. By 2 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon we were drifting heJpless in 
the Gulf stream in a waterlogged con- 
dition, and I decided to abandon the 


schooner and take to the yawl. We got 
clear of the vessel and pulled away, 
while some of the créw baled out the 
boat. The mate’s wife took her turn 
with the rest and insisted ‘upon it. 
When she was not bailing the plucky 
woman sang old home songs to cheer 
the-men along.”’ 

When the freighter was sighted Capt. 


and waved his oilskin jacket to attract 





the. attention of the officer; on the 
bridge. He soon saw that the course 
had. been altered to pick the yawl up.

Dr, Lewis Weston Hoppin, a . physi- 
cian. of Swift Current, Saskatchewan, 
Canada, whose disappearance was re- 
ported on Monday to. the police, was 
found: yesterday.-in a room ‘at the Grand 
Union Hotel. ‘For almost ° forty-eight 
hours Dr, Hoppin had been the victim of 
a loss..of memory, while his bride of 
two months, with: whom he had‘ come 
to the city; was, looking for. him in 
various institutions. 

The room in which Dr. Hoppin woke up 
at 9 o’clock yesterday morning was as 
strange to him 4s the view which he got 
from his window. He found himself on 
a bed, fully dressed. ‘ It was not until 
he. inquired of the clerk that he learned 
he’was at the Grand Union: Hotel and 
that he had registered there last Monday 
morning. Slowly his memory returned 
and he looked about him in vain for 
two hand bags with. which. he had come 
to the city. He’ asked about his wife, 
but no one knew what he was talking 
about. His wallet he found in his coat 
pocket, unmolested. 

Then the clerk decided that the strange 
patron might be Dr, Hoppin. . He got 
into communication with John J. Hop- 
pin, a lawyer of Newark, who had been 
mentioned in the newspapers’ as the 
Canadian physician’s prother. Mr. Hop- 
pin soon appeared at the hotel, identi- 
fied the confused man as his brother, and 
straightened out the peculiar. case. 

Dr. Hoppin left his i and several 
other rida at 10:30 A. M. on Monday 
to kee ut inteain with a speécial- 
ist in eat irtieth Street. It was ar- 
ranged er ey Fn! should méet for 
luncheon. oppin, when he. left 
to visit the veoniatee carried two hand 
bags. These he checked ‘at ‘the Grand 
Central Station. While walking down 
Fifth Avenue he remembered that he had 
forgotten something and. he returned 
to the Grand Central Station to get the 
article out of one of the hand bags. 

John J. Hoppin took up the. story at 
this oirit: yesterday. 

y brother told me,’’ said Mr. Hop; 
pin, *‘that while he was approaching 
the Grand Central Station he suddenly 
suffered intense poles in the head.

‘PRINCETON, N. J:, April. 16,—In the 
course of his second lecture in Alexan- 
der Hall, Princeton University, to-night 
upon ‘t The Essentials of the Constitu- 
tion,” Senator Root. declared that the 
fundamentai doctrine ‘of the Constitu- 
tion’ is the importance of individual 
liberty, - s 
“The angient republics, ” he said, 
“placed the State first and regarded 
the individual only as a member of the 
State. They never escaped from the 
attitude, toward public and individual 
rights, dictated by the necessity. of mili- 
tary organization and defense, The 
Anglo-Saxon idea, on. the other hand, 
looked first to the individual. So, whep 
a century and a half after the Conquest 
the barons of England set themselves 
to limit-the power of the Crown, they 
asserted the rights of individual free- 
dom, and laid the foundation stone of 
our system of government in this sol- 
emn pledge of the Great Charter: 


No freeman shall be taken or impris- 
oned or be disseized of his freehold or his 
liberties or his free customs oar be out- 
lawed or exiled or otherwise destroyed 
but by the lawful judgment of his peers 
or by the law of the land, 

“It is impossible,’’ Senator Root went 
on, ‘to overestimate the importance of 
the consequences which followed from 
these twc distinct theories of govern- 
ment. The one, gaye us the dominion, 
but also. the decline and fall of Rome. 
The tremendous potency of the other 
subdued the victorious Normans to the 
conquered Saxon’s conception of jus- 
poe, rejected the claims of divine right 

by the Stuarts, and supplied the amaz- 
ing formative power, which has molded, 
according to the common law, the 
thought and custom of the hundred 
millions of mén who inhabit thts conti- 
nent north of the Rio Grande 
After revyiewtng in detail the rights of 
the. individual as guaranteed in the 
Constitution, Senator Root referred to 
the fact that just ds the Magne Charta 
imposed limitations upon th

heuntor Root chen defended the right 
of the courts to review laws, because it 
is only in the courts that their actual 

workings as regards the individual can 
be ascertained. If the constitutional 
rights of an individual aré menaced 
under a statute that statute cannot 
stand unchallenged. The courts; the 
speaker asserted, do not rendér decis- 
fons like imperia} rescripts, declaring 
laws valid or invalid.. They merely ren- 
der judgment on the eg es of litigants 
in particular~cases, and in so doing 
they refuse to give efféct to statutes, 
which they find are not made jn pur- 
suance to the Constitution. 

Senator Root then assailed the recall 
of, judges and judicial decisions: 

‘It has been proposed,’ he said, 

‘that if a specified proportion of the 
voters are dissatisfied with a judge’s 
decision they m y Pym that. at the 
next election, o a special election, 
the question gball. be presented to the 
electors whether the judge shall be per- 
mitted to continue in.office. This ordeal 
differs radically from the popular ju 
ment which a judge is.called upon 0 
meet at the end of his term, however

“Under the. Recall judges will nat: 
uraHy be afraid to render unpopular 
decisions.” They will hear and. decide 
cases with a stronger incentive to avoid 
condemnation themselves than to do 
justice to the litigant or the accused. 
instead of ‘anit have and courageous 
judges, we shall have timid and time- 
serving judges 

The recall of judicial decisions, Sena- 
tor ‘Root said, aims directly at the 
same result, as it would permit a ma- 
jority of the voters to choose not to 
be bound by a rule of the Constitution. 
K\The exercise of such a power would 


Government, as it would deprive indi- 
viduals of their rights atithe whim of 
a majority, and democratic absolutis 
is just as repulsive and just as fai 
to the. rights of individual manhood as 
monarchial despotism. 

In ‘conclusion, “Senator Root observed

QUESTION VALIDITY OF PLAN 


Lawyers Go Back to Constitution of 
United States In Doubting Rights 
of New York: Alderm:n. 


The action of the Aldermen on Tues- 
day in passing an ordinance requiring 
that employes of the city must live here- 
after in New York State sired up on- 
position yesterday in many city depart- 
ments, and lawyers generally expressed 
Goubt 4s to the constitutionality af the 
measure. Many employes who live in 


adjoining States said they were not 


worrying about it, for if the ordinance 
became a law they would contest it in 
the courts. - : 

The sponsors of the ordinance were 
surprised to learn that they had touched 
unwittingly upon a legal problem which 


concerned, the Constitution of the United | _ 


States. The ordinance says that no per- 
son whois not a citizen and resident of 
the State of New York shall be eligible 
to appointment to:city, jobs, and lawyers 
pointed out that it was contrary to law, 
that aliens should be discriminated 
against in the matter of appointments. 
The point, they argued, was covered jn 
the Favored Nations Clause in most of 
the treaties between this country and 
other nations.. Article VI., Section 2 of 
the Constitution of the United States 
makes all treaties the law of the‘land. 
The State Civil Service Commission 
has a rule that, every applicant, for ex- 
amination for a place must be a citizen 
of the United States, and the local Civil 
Service Commission enforces the same 
provision, It was explained, however, 


that the courts had decided that any} 


one not a citizen had a right to take an 
examination for a city or State position. 
As a matter of fact, there aré very few 
employes in the City Government who 
are not citizens of the United States, for 
the Municipal Civil Service Commission“ 
has rigorously carried out its rule to 
exclude aliens from taking examinations 
for the past twenty years. 


It was on the question of the right 
of-an'‘employe to live wnere he pleased 
that most of the controversy inged, 
however. Several lawyers took the 
aes that such an ordinance could not 

enforced in the courts. Others 
12] thought that the Public Officers law 
fully covered the point and made it 
mandatory for a person holding a civil 
btfice to be a citizen of *the . United

</That is not permissive, but. manda- 
tory. The date: of the publication. of 
the: book was March 8; ‘The datesof 
the-execution*of the’ affidavit accom- 
panying the mailed copies, as it un- 
mis 
must be some day later than March 
8;‘some day not earlier than March 9. 
Therefore two copies of the book with 
the accompanying affidavit were de- 
posited in the miails addressed to the 
Register of Copyrights at Washing- 
ton a few minutes after midnight. 
The copies were mailed, that. is, on 
March 9. But as THE Tims had been 
put on notice of an intention on the 
part of some of its contemporaries to 
publish the Amundsen story, which 
their London correspondents ‘could 
easily obtain from The London 
Chronicle, and by reason of the dif- 
ference of time transmit to New York 
early enough for publication here, it 
was necessary that the application 
for an itijunction to restrain such acts 
in: violation of its copyright should be 


‘made -before midnight on March 8. 


The application was so. made and 
a’ restraining order issued. Both the 
application and issue necessarily. pre-, 
ceded. ‘the’ deposit of «the copies 
in: the mails. addressed to the Reg- 
ister of Copyrights, which did not 
take place until a few minutes-after 
midnight. 

On this account the District Court 
Set aside the restraining order, and on 
this. ground the Circuit Court ‘of Ap- 
peals* ‘affirms ‘tlie’ decree dismissing 
the injunction proceedings. The court 
bases its. affirmance ‘upon this pro- 
vision of Séction’ 12 of the copyright 
law: . e a : 

No actiorl. or proceeding shall. be

act itself, in Section 53 provides that 
“the Register of Copyrights shall be

st this act.”"| So it appears that exact- 
ly ana faithfully complying with ‘the 
law, THe Trmps deprived itself of the 
protection of the law, so far as’ the 
injunction proceeding is concerned. 
This ig proverbially a strange world, 
but the law is stranger, if it works. 
such havoc as that with the rights it 
professes to safeguard. Section—12, 
upon which the Court bases its judg- 
ment,’ says that “no action or: pro- 
“ ceeding shall be maintained for in- 
“fringement of copyright” until the 
copies of the publication have been 
deposited ‘in: the mails. -In vain the 
counset for THE TimEs poirited out to 
the Court that the action was not for 
infringement of copyright, it was not 
a suit to recover damages, it was an 
‘equity proceeding to restrain a 
threatened violation of its copyright. 
Judge Coxe said in GUNNERT vs. 
Rupert: ‘It is the policy of the law 
“to arrest the pirate before he actu- 
“ally makes off with the plunder ”; 
and in Hein vs. Harris the. Circuit 
Court of Appeals here said that it 
knew of no reason why a person who 
has secured a copyright “may not 
“maintain it by injunction against 
“ another, person who threatens to in- 
x vade it.” 

If the law is to be. construed as it 
has been construed in the present case, 


courts are asked to pass. ‘upon the 
meaning “of the , “ registration” in 
Section 12? That ‘section, already 
quoted, provides that no action for 
infringement shall be maintained 
“until the provisions of this act 
“with respect to the. deposit of 
“copies and registration of such 
“work shall: have been complied 
“with.” Registration’: is the act of 
the Register and can be performed 
only in his office at Washington. In-> 
the case of a San Francisco publisher, 
for instance, there could be no pro- 
tection of copyright until a week after 
the article had appéared. In the 
case of a book or magazine any un~ 


session of advance proof sheets might 
publish them for his own profit and 
whistle defiance at the baffled ownér 
of’ the copyright. 

In this case AMUNDSEN had been at 
great expense, he had suffered toil 
and privation and risked his life in the 
attempt to discover. the South Pole. 
He had: disposed of thé copyright in 
his personal narrative for a large sum 
of money. THE Trmes had: paid to 
the London Chronicle for AMUNDSEN 
a part of that money. Plainly, news- 
papers will not in this way contribute 
for the encouragement of deeds of 
valor or any other enterprise unless 
the copyright law which aims to pro- 
tect them Ran be made effective, and 
in view of this narrowly technical con- 
struction of the law, it: {s to. be 
feared that the word “registration” 
above referred to would form: the 
basis’ of another defense for the pro-~ 
tection not. of the owner but. of the 
purloiner of the property. Laws. ought 
not to work that ‘way, and if by con- 
struction under the light of reason 
they can be made to work.other ways 
according to their plain intent, accord- 
ing to their policy as declared by the 
courts; it would seem that: an inter- 
pretation in favor of the rightful 
owner of property. instead of one 
against him might without impropri- 
ety be expected. THE Times. has 
sought not only to protect.its rights 
but to ascertain’ what the law is. If 
the copyright’ law is.what the. Court, 
thus far in’ this case, has declared it 
to be, then manifestly it stands in need 
of amendment. 

In the present case there, remains 
to THE TIMES, of course, the remedy of 
a suit. for damages for infringement, 
for it is not anywhere denied that the 
copyright .has been perfect in every 
respect since the early morning of 
March 9; 1912, when. copies of the 
copyrighted AMUNDSEN narrative ,were 
mailed to the Regiater of Copyrights,

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GAMES HORT PARKS 


Commissioner Says He Won't 
Erect a Stadium for Athletic 
Contests in Central Park. 


BARS BASEBALL FROM THERE 


These Contests Will Be Restricted to 


Other Grounds He Has Prepared— 
Not Decided on. Swimming Pool. 


Park Commissioner Stover told last 
night some of his plans for ’!public 
amusements in Central and ‘other 
parks, including athletic grounds, base- 
ball diamonds and swimming’ pools. 

“They accusé me of trying to destroy 
the parks, whereas I am trying to im- 
prove them and make them more -use- 
ful to the public,” the Commissioner 
said. ‘‘I: do not believe in’ the policy 
that the parks are places merely.: for 
people. to walk through and look. at 
the trees and gaze at the landscape 
from a distance, nor do_I believe that 
any one should be permitted to destroy 
anything, but I take the position that 
certain parts of Central Park, the 
asphalt and-the lawns should be open 
most liberally to the young people for 
amusement, proper athletics, and recre- 
ation, under proper restrictions. 

“ This has always been a bone of con- 
tention from the beginning in Central 
Park. None of the lawns will be opened 
to the public until May 15. . Even in 
Winter there must be some restrictions 
on the use of the lawns. It has been 
decided to permit two children’s pa- 
geants, one of the girls from the public 
schools, and the other the Boys’ Ath- 
letic League, in May and June, but they 


will be two weeks apart so that the 
lawns may be renovated in this _in- 
terval.’”’ 

He said the statement that he in- 
tended to erect a stadium for the spec- 
tators at these athletic games was un- 
true. ‘The public will be allowed to 
eal a" the lawns to witness them,” 


“The children will not destroy the 
park,’ he continued. ‘‘ Even the appa- 
ratus which they use will have bases so 
that ‘they will not ‘dig into the turf. 
I am going to drive baseball out of 
‘Central’ Park and. Riverside Park, and 
confine it to filled-in land on the Hud- 
son River, comprising in. all some ten 
acres, opposite ct i Street, Nine- 
tieth Street, and 120th Street, all of 
which:I. havé created- without any spe- 
cial appropriation. People who think 
I am destroying the park ought to re- 
member that. from. the beginning the 
foundefs set aside a baseball field. in 
Central Park. Now, I think itis a 
great improvement to banish baseball 
from’ this park to these other points, 
and to some of the smaller parks on the 
east side.” 


| Commissioner Stover has not decided 


as to the plan for a swimming ol- in 
Central Park. But’ he said-he thought 
it would be a good idea to have one 
in some of the other parks and under 
the approack of the Manhattan Bridge. 
In that case he would have a swimming 
pool there for Summer and a.skating 
rink for Winter. The ccst of free baths 
around the city he said he considered 
a poor investment, because the use of 
them by the public was restricted on 
account of the polluted waters. 

“Many persons are bent only on pre- 
serving the landscape beauties of the 
parks. I am not banishing the boys 
from baseball in Central Park and Riv- 
erside Park just for the beauty ‘of the 
landscapes, but to carry out the plan of 
real park preservation: Tennis has been 
played in. Central Park for a genera- 
tion, and I ‘think it: ‘should continue 
there. It was impossible to maintain 
the sod on the tennis courts, and I 
sukned them into dirt courts oY spread- 
ing 15,000 cubic yards of gravel, making 
a permanent playing ground equal to 
those of San Francisco and France, and 
yet I was criticised for this and charged 
with destroying the lawns. 

“ This playground, some:850 feet long, 
is. hidden from the Fifth Avenue side, 
and igs cut off on the other end by the 
transverse road, and will: be ‘concealed’ 
on the southern ‘end by rows of trees.” 

The Commissioner said the park was 
full of dead maple trées, many of. them 
nothing more than bare. poles~ which 
ought to: be cut down, but there were 
many objections to this from persons: 
who did not understand the situation. 
To replace the. trees he is removing, and. 
to cover places where there-are no trees, 
he is planting a new species of trees.. 

Other improvements, he said, would 
include gardens conducted by. “public 
school children. The old woodén- cir- 
cular platform around the conservatory 
lake,. where children sail their boats, is 
to be removed, and a concrete sunken 
walk replace it so that the children 
will not fall in the lake. He would:like 
to remove the stables at Highty-sixth 
Street, and is removing the shanties 
that are used for storage purposes at 
the lakes. 

At the lake at Fifty-ninth Street and 
Fifth Avenue he intends to restore the 
swan boats, two of which will be put in 
operation this afternoon. These boats 
will carry. about a dozen : passengers. 
They were abolished five years ago 
when a little girl was.drowned. Mr, Sto- 
ver says the boats will be safely man-

It is one 
of the things expected of ‘English com- 
posers to: write. choral works for the 
great Enalish festivals. Sometimes they 
are real music and sometimes they are 
not; but the Birmingham festival, with 
a long - ‘history behind’ it, has some im- 
mortal works to its. credit, using the 
wo: ‘immortal’? in the approximate 
sense it must have in musical art. “ The 
Music Makers” will. probably not reach 
so near to immortality.as, for instance, 
Mendelssohn’s . ‘‘ Elijah,’’ but it is real 
music and is not unworthy of the man 
who may _reasonably. claim to be the 
foremost English composer of the day. 
Skill-in writing for the chorus and es 
cially in enhancing his effects by ar ch 
and varted treatment of the orchestra 
marks the work throughout, It is of 
a length that makes it somewhat diffi- 
cult to fit into an evening’s programme, 
being too short el occupy the whole 
and too long’ to: be: joined with many 
others, hut its difficulty is by no means 
SO great as the difficulty which’ may 
well: embarrass many choral societies 
in considering the oratorios that have 
most contributed to Elgar’s fame—‘ The 
Dream of Gerontius,”” “The Apostles, fy 
and “ The Kingdom.”’ ’ 

There .are. two contralto. golos in it, 
both of which are effective. These were 
sung by Miss Mildred Potter with ad- 
mirable skill and taste. The others of 
the solo quartet gr in.‘“* The Golden 
Legend’’ were Miss Grace Kerns, so- 
prano; Dan Beddore, tenor, and Her- 
bert.

Perhaps the “most conspicuous inci- 
dent of the day’s bond dealings was the 
further decline in New York City sé- 
curities. Last year’s issue of 4% per 
cent, bonds sold as low as 96%, and 
most of the city issués traded in on 
the Stock Exchange also made new low 
records for the year. It ig clear, of 
course, that the market for these issues 
is feeling the effects of the général ex- 
pectation that a largé issue of bonds 
presumably bearing 4% per cent. inter- 
est will shortly bé made by the city. 
This, however, is based on assumptions 
regarding the.city’s neéds -for money 
rather than on any intimation of an 
official decision regarding néw finan- 
cing. The view still prevailed yesterday 
that the offering of St, Paul 4% per 
cent. bonds will call férth sufficient 
subscriptions to fully cover thé issue—at 
the samé time sales of these bonds on 
the Stock Exchange at one-quarter 
under the price of the public offering 
naturally was taken by many as an in- 
dication that the basis on which the 
bonds have been offered has not more 
than met the requirements of the in- 
vestméent market. The prevalence of 
this view helps to account for the fact 
that the -recernt decline in bond prices 
and the offering of new issues at rela- 
tively high interest yields have nét led 
to an aggressive buying movement, The 
position of the bond market continues 
to suggest that either the amount of 
capital awaiting investment is small or 
that the yields even at thé lower prices 
to which bonds. have declined are” not 
for the moment regarded by investors, 48 
particularly attractive. “ The. positién of 
the bond market, whatever the relative 
weight which should be given to the 
several factors entering into it, {s-véry 
naturally regarded as reflecting the 
most interesting phase of thé present 
financial situation. 

If hopes which the London market 
has been entértaining with a good deal 
of confidence are fulfilled, the’ official 
discount rate of the Bank of England 
will be reduced to-day from 5 to 4% 
per cent. The Londén market itself was 
expressing somé last moment uncer 
tainty on the point yesterday after 
having looked upon a réduction as prac- 
tically assured. The opén market dis- 
count rate has now beén established 
under 4 per cent., and the present posi- 
tion of the London money market, so 
far as it is concerned, seems fully to 
justify a reduction to 414 per cent., but 
considerations other than those based 
on the immediate money position will 
probably énter irito the decision of the 
Directors of the Bank for or against a 
reduction in the discount rate. If a ré- 
duction is made, it will rightfully be 
regarded, na doubt, as an indication 
that the Directors of the Bank feel that

While the rule was new to many of 
the members who voted upon it, it was, 
‘}as a matter of fact, the revival of one 
of the fundamental laws of the Cotton 
Exchange. For a number of years after 
the Exchange was founded only actual 
dealers in cotton were admitted to trad- 
ing.. When transactions in cotton ex- 
panded to large proportions in the 90s 
the rule gradually. was disregarded,“and 
the revision o the constitution a few 
years ago was made with the old pro- 
vision on membership -requirements 
‘omitted. 

Section. 63 of the Exchange by-laws 
was amended yesterday to admit of. the 
old ruling, 

Secretary King said yesterday that 
the amended by-law was self-explana- 
tory. 
‘““The Exchange has 9 jena that a 
complete insight into ot Bust essen- 
tial for the carrying on of business in 
the most efficiént manner,’’ he said, 
‘and the best interests of the board 
ean be ,forwarded by having members 
who know exactly what problems they 
will meet when they are elected. Here- 
tofore, it has only been necessary for 
an applicant to possess an excellent 
reputation and a stable financial posi- 
tion to be elected, and his technical 
knowledge of the business might be 
incomplete. The ruling, of course, can- 
not apply to any persons who have 
already been admitted to membership.”

Those Paged by Insurance Com- 
panies Are Not Earnings, 
W. A. Day Says. 


W. A. Day, President of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, replied yester- 
day to the arguments advanced by the 
sponsors for the income tax )bill in 
Washington in support of the/ tax on 
the ‘‘ dividends ”’ on life insurance poli-

said Judge Day, *‘ the Commissioner did 
hold, contrary td ‘the fact,’ that insur- 
ance dividends were profits.and there- 
fore subject to the tax. The mutual 
companies appealed to the United States 
Courts’ to save podlicy-holders from this 
erroneous decision. The United States 
Court for New Jersey found that in the 
case of insurance companies conducted 
on the mutual or participating aye the 
premiums charged to policy-holders for 
reasons of safety and to meet unfore- 
seen calamities of flood, pestilence, or 
war, were larger than were ordinarily 
required, but that at the end of the 
year so.much of the premium as was 
unused for such purposes was returned 
to the policy-hulder under the term ‘'div- 
idends.’;..that such .return premiums 
were not earnings, but. savings of prin- 
cipal, and, therefore, not subject to

Proceedings Must Be Instituted by’

The Circuit Court of Appeals handed 
down yesterday a decision which wil] 
affect. Federal Court practice so far 
as. contempt cases are concerned, A 
few weeks ago Louis J, Kahn of the-fur 
importing firm of Kahn &°Co, -was- 
brought before Judge Holt in the Fed-:

ruptcy proceedings before Commissioner 
Gilchrist. He was committed to the
